Birm ingham , A la. Sept. 2.—While 
rounding a curve on a high em bank­ 
m ent 
near 
Berry, 
Ala., 
yesterday 
morning, the engine and four cars of 
an excursion train on the Southern 
railw ay leaped 
from the track and 
rolled over and over, sm ashing the 
coaches into kindling wood and caus­ 
ing the instant death of thirty per­ 
sons and the injury of eighty-one o th ­ 
ers. 
Physicians say at least tw enty- 
nine of the injured cannot live. 
W ith the exception of H. M. Dudley 
trainm aster of the Southern railway 
living at 
Birm ingham , and 
Roscoe 
Shelby of Columbus, Miss., all of the 
dead and injured are negroes who had 
taken advantage of the excursion rates 
from points in Mississippi to Birm ing­ 
ham. 
W hen the wreck occurred the train 
was running at a rate of thirty miles 
an hour, and just started around a 
curve on top of a sixty-foot em bank­ 
ment. 
W ithout w arning the tender of 
the engine suddenly left the 
track, 
jerking the engine and the first four 
cars with it. 
There were ten cars to 
the excursion train, but 
the fourth 
broke loose from the fifth and with 
the heavy engine plunged down the 
I steep incline. 
The cars, which were 
i packed with passengers, turned com-

Rougho near the village previously de­ 
vastated. bad been entirely destroyed I 
and that Le Carbel, a village on the 
coast which was destroyed at the time 
of the great eruption, had been swept 
by a tidal wave. About 290 persons lost 
their lives.

A sloop from the Inland of St. Vin­ 
cent which has also reached reports 
that Mont Polee's crater Is now quiet, 
but that the detonations during Satur­ 
day night were the loudest heard up to 
thai time and that the inhabitants were 
! terribly alarmed. 
Mont Beice bas been In 
constant 
eruption since August IS. 
There was 
| an enormous fall of ash s from the vol- 


j cano the night of the 25th. There was 
a very severe eruption the night of 
the 28th., when the volcanic rumblings 
were heard at a great distance.

mountain burned fiercely that night, 
' and out at sea passing vessels were 
covered with ashes. 
The night of the 
30th there were three separate erup­ 
tions. 
It is impossible to approach the ruin­ 
ed town of St. Pierre from the sea. 
The people of the village of Le Car- 
bet on the coast are terror stricken and 
flying to the interior. 
Hot water is 
pouring down on Lorrain and B a s s e ; 
Point, village* to the northeast of the 
crater.

heard, the ground rocked and quaked 
and articles on tables were thrown to 
the floor.

The governor of Martinique has or 
dered every available boat to remove 
people from the coast villages to Fort 
de France. 
At 8 o’clock on the evening of Sept. 
30 the sky was 
cloudless. 
Suddenly 
and without warning one-half of 
the 
horizon was obscured by a pitch black 
cloud of dust. This cloud was the cen­ 
ter of the most magnificent electric ef­ 
fects. the f l a t u s of light surpassing the J 
most elaborate fireworks. Flames and 
flashes continued to burst from 
the 
cloud until nearly midnight. Columns 
of flame shot out of the crater of Mont 
Pelee to explode about the cloud in 
showers of balls of golden fire, which 
fell through the darkness in myriads 
of sparks. 
Three large aureoles w ere | 
seen In the sky over the opening of the j 
crater. 
A tidal wave rushed upon Fort de 
France and the terrified 
inhabitants 
fled in large numbers to the Interior. J 
The wave was not severe and did but 
slight damage.

At midnight of the 30th Mont Pelee j 
was quiet. 
Shortly 
after this hour 
there came another shower of ashes, 
accompanied by a vivid sheet of light­ 
ning. 
In the addition to the 200 persons 
reported to have lost their lives at Le- 
Carbct and Morne Rough", many other 
persons are said to have been killed all 
over the northern districts of the Is­ 
land. 
The governor of Martinique is 
believed to have started to the scene of 
the destruction.

With the exception of H. M, Dudley, 
trainmaster of the Southern railway 
living at Birmingham, and Roscoe 
Shelby of Columbus, Miss., all of the 
dead and Injured are negroes who had 
taken advantage af the excursion rate? 
from points In Missis-ippi to Birming­ 
ham. 
When the wrt k occurred the train 
was running at a rate of thirty miles 
an hour, and just started around a 
curve on top of a si sty-foot emban >- 
m ent Without warning the tender of 
the engine suddenly left the track 
jerking the engine and the first four 
cars with it. 
There were ten cars to 
the excursion train, but the fourth 
broke biose from the fifth and with 
the heavy engine plunged down the 
steep Incline. 
The cars, which were 
packed with passengers, turned com­ 
pletely over several times and w ere 
crushed like eggshells, killing and crip 
pilng the inmates. 
Persons who reached here from the 
scene of the wreck say It is indescrib­ 
able. 
The dead bodies of the negroes 
were scattered In every direction, and 
the moans and appeals for help from 
the wounded were heart-rending.

th a t people who arrived at Fort de 
France flora the northern p art of the 
island reported the village of 
Morne 
Roughe near the village previously de­ 
vastated, had been entirely destroyed i 
and that Le Carbel, a village on the 
coast whicn was destroyed at the time 
of the great eruption, had been swept 
by a tidal wave. About 200 persons lost 
their lives. 
I 
A sloop from the Inland of St. \ lu­ 
cent which has also reached reports 
th at Mont Pelee’s crater is now quiet, 
but th at the detonations during Satur­ 
day night were the loudest heard up to 
that time and th at the Inhabitants were 
terribly alarmed. 
Mont P ek e bas been in 
constant 
eruption since August 15. 
There was 
an enormous fall of ashes from the vol­ 
cano the night of the 25th. 
I here was 
a very severe eruption the night of 
the 28th., when the volcanic rum blings 
were heard at a great distance. 
The 
mountain burned fiercely that night, 
and out i t sea passing vessels were 


coy red with ashes. 
The night of the 
30th there were three separate erup­ 
tions, 
It Is impossible to approach the ruin­ 
ed town of St. Pierre from the sea 
The people of the Village of Le Car- 
bet on the coast are terror stricken and j 
flying to the interior.

This cloud was the cen­ 
ter of the most magnificent electric pf 
foots, the fishes of light surpassing the J 
most elaborate fireworks. 
Flames and 
flashes continued to burst from

cloud until nearly midnight. Columns 
of flame shot out of the crater of Mont 
Pelee to explode about tho cloud In 
showers of balls of golden fire. which 
fell through the darkles* in m yriads 
of sparks. 
Three large aureoles were] 
seen In the sky over the opening of the 
crater. 
A tidal wave rnshed upon Fort ne 
France and the terrified 
inhabitants 
fled in large numb. ra to the interior j 
The wave was not severe and did but 
slight damage. 
At m idnight of the 30th Mont Pelee 
was quiet.

there came another shower of ashes, 
accompanied by a vivid sheet of light­ 
ning.
